It should be emphasized that the 


plans revealed at the Nov. 18 ses 
sion ara not final. Evert Kincaid 
and Associates, Chicago, who pre 
pared the plan, have been persist 
cnt in bringing home the fact tha 
they can be changed. But if you'r< 
not on hand to view and read the 
plans, chances are they'll become 
part of the official recommenda 
tions of the planning commissions 


In announcing the completion 


of the studies. Kincaid said: 
"Community planning is but a 
part of good government and pro- 
vides forethought to the growth 
and development of the commun- 
ity in the interest of frugal spend- 
ing of public funds." 
He pointed out that almost all 


communities are now operating 
under the provisions of community 
plans and zoning ordinances so as 
to avoid mistakes of the past and to 
more properly guide new develop- 
ment in the best interests of the 
public welfare.* » * 


This column hails the forthcom- 


ing unvealing. It has felt for some 
tarns that this community wanted 
and needed a guide for its future 
growth. 


We're also conscious of the 


difficulties that lie ahead. The 
public must be tempered and edu- 
cated to some drastic changes in 
modes of living. Even our com- 
munity, endowed with 125 years 
of living, can stand some fresh 
viewpoints, some sharp insights 
into tomorrow. 
It is hardly possible that the Kin- 


caid report will contain any sug- 
gestions that haven't been tested 
in other well-governed communi- 
ties. 


For that reason we should not be 


apprehensive 
and 
worried. 
We 


should approach the unveiling with 
eagerness.

A Lee County coroner's jury to- 


day ruled that Arthur Carr, 52, 
manager of the Radley elevator in 
southeast Lee County, died Wed- 
nesday as the result of a gunshot 
wound, "self-inflicted with suicidal 
intent.'' 


Carr's body was found by Lloyd 


Sturgeon. Earlville, an employe 
who anived at the elevator to re- 
poit for work. Carr's body was 
found outside the elevator. He ap- 
parently shot himself in the right 
temple with a .410 gauge shotgun 
about 12.30 p m. 


Coroner Robert Preston sajd the

"while in a state of men/al abera- 
tion due to ill health." Carr also 
was reported worried about a 
daughter who had surgery in an 
Aurora hospital Wednesday. 


Survivors are

Mrs. Mer- 
win Erienbach. Pawpaw, and Vir- 
ginia, at home; two grandchil- 
dren: a brother; two sisters, and 
two half-sisters. 


Funeral services will be held Sat- 


urday at 2 p m. in Hill Funeral 
Horre, Eailville.

Censure Debate 
Flares in Senate 
Chavez Challenges Sen. 
McCarthy on Patriotism 


WASHINGTON (J*—The senate censure debate roared along in a 


resh rush of angry words today with Sen. Chavez (D-NM) shouting 
that Sen. McCarthy "thinks he's the only one who is honest 
vould die for his country." 


"I don't like it and I don't intend to have it," Chavez cried. 


who 


Chavez said he had in mind par- 
icularly McCarthy's 
accusation 


that the six-man committee which 
recommended his censure is the 
'unwitting handmaiden" of the 
Communist party. 


McCarthy Objects 


What brought Chavez bounding 
o his feet was an objection by 
McCarthy when Sen. Lehman (D- 
iib-NY) sought to put into the Con- 


gressional Record a recent broad- 
cast by CBS commentator Eric 
Sevareid praising the career of 
ohn Paton Davies. 
Davies was fired by Secretary of 
itate Dulles last week after 23 
ears as a foreign service officer. 


He was specifically cleared of any 


isloyalty or Communist associa- 
ion, but Dulles said he agreed with 
i security board's decision that 
Davies had shown a lack of the 
udgment and discretion required 
f a career diplomat. 
McCarthy, in objecting to the 
evareid broadcast's going into the 
Record, described Daveis as one 
f his original "cases'" of Commu- 
ist infiltration of the State De- 
artment. He said Davies was "re- 
ponsible to some extent" for the 
loss of Cnina." 


Praises Firing 


He praised the Eisenhower ad- 


ministration for firing Davies but 


said the expulsion came "thou- 
sands of lives too late and yeais 
too late." 


Chavez leaped up and said "mil- 


lions" of Americans are "just as 
patriotic as the senator from Wis- 
consin." He said that wasn't say 
ing much. 


Chavez said he knew Davies and 


his family well and had the highest 
respect for their patriotism. 


He said that the decision to fire 


Davies was made by one man— 
Secretary of State Dulles—who got 
"fired by millions of the voters of 
New York." This was apparently 
a reference to Dulles' defeat by 
Lehman in the 1950 senatorial race 
in New York. 


Chavez said McCarthy tries to 


"take it on himself" to d'ecide who 
is a Communist and who is not 
and "tries to get away with it by 
bringmg in Eisenhower." 


Reads It to Senate 


Lehman said that in view of Mc- 


Caithy's objection to his putting 
the Sevareid broadcast into the 
record without reading it he would 
read it to the Senate. 


Lehman noted that Dulles had 


made it "perfectly clear" that 
there was "no question" about

duct a curriculum and build 
ing survey and draw up

long-range plan for the Dixon 
schools. 


The project will be conducted by 


the university's office of field serv 
ices, and will cost $4.000. 


The office of field services wil 


study the problems of educationa 
program, financing, transportation 
and building. To secure informa 
tion upon which to make recom 
mendations. the survey group wil 
interview teachers, administration 
members, students and residents 
of the school district. 


"Tremendous Stake" 


The survey group says, "Citizens 


have a tremendous stake in good 
schools—schools which meet th 
community's needs and demands 
as to skills, abilities, knowledges 
attitudes and ideals held by it 
future citizens." Because of this 
responsibility, the University o: 
Illinois survey group feels tha 
local citizens must play an impor- 
tant part in any study of the 
schools. 


Citizen participation is expected 


to take the form of a central com- 
mittee which will work with the 
survey group. The board of educa- 
tion plans to have the committee 
organized to begin work after the 
Christmas holidays. 


Report Next Year 


The contract specified that the 


survey group begin work no later 
than Jan. 17, 1955, and submit its 
report by Oct. 30, 1955. 


The office field services was 


established by the university eight 
years ago to assist schools with. 
building and curriculum problems. 
It has worked with several hundred 
school systems in Illinois, plus a 
few in Iowa, Missouri, Indiana and 
Wisconsin.

Report Signing 
Of Dixon-Yates 
Rep Cole Calls Session of 
Senate Atomic Committee 


WASHINGTON IB—Rep. Cole (R-NY). chairman of the senate- 


house atomic energy committee, said today he has been informed that 
the Dixon-Yates power contract and a memorandum of understanding 
have been signed. 


Making this announcement. Cole 


called a meeting of his committee 
for 2 p m . fESTi. 


He had said that as soon as the 


contract was signed he would have 
a meeting of the group for furthei 
hearings and a vote on President 
Eisenhower's request for an im 
mediate go-ahead on the contract. 


tEisenhower's request was made 


in a letter Wednesday. 


Under the Atomic Energy Law, 


a contract such as that with Dixon- 
Yates cannot become effective un- 
til it has been before congress for 
30 days unless the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee waives 
this provision. 


The contract calls for the Divon- 


Yates private utility group to build 


107 million dollar plant at West 


Memphis. Ark., to feed power to 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
(TVA). This power would replace 
power TVA supplies for atomic 
Jlants in Tennessee and Kentucky. 


Eisenhower's letter stirred up a 


Democratic storm. 


The President wrote Cole that 


all parts of the country deserved 
equal consideration on power and 
that "building new TVA plants at 
ederal expense—implying a pur- 
x>se of continuing this process in- 
definitely in the future—is there- 
ore wholly indefensible unless it 
should become part of a vast na- 
ional plan."

Next in line was the 
same Kansas band which led the 
Eisenhower inaugural parade in 
Washington in January 1953. 


Prelude To Dedication 


The parade was a prelude to the 


event which brought the President 
back to his hometown Wednesday 
night—dedication of the $325,000 
Eisenhower Memorial Museum. 


The President was up early this 


morning- and visited the graves of 
his father and mother at Abilene 
cemetery on the edge of town. 


He was accompanied theie by 


his grandchildren, his son John, 
an army major, and his brothers 
Milton and Earl. They stood bare- 
headed at the graves and talked 
quietly.

basket of white, yellow and rust- 
colored baby mums placed there 
by the family.

first degree murder charge by a Circuit court jury early today. 


Mrs. Zint pleaded self defense, 


charging that her husband. Charles 
was chasing her with a dagger 
when she took a pistol from a 
clothes closet and killed him. 


She broke into tears when the 


jury returned its verdict after 
seven hours of deliberation, walked 
to the jury box and murmured a 
"thank you" to each of the 12 men.

for Mrs. Zmt to share in the estate 
of her 53-year-old husband, former 
president of a Chicago pattern and 
foundry firm. He retired in 1948 
and purchased property in subur- 
ban Miami Shores.

Mrs. Zmt asks a widow's on<»-third 
share in the estate. Zmt's will pro- 
vided her a smaller share but the 
exact amount has not been dis- 
closed.

Zint's defense was a "theatrical 
production" in which she did a 
great job of acting.

The couple met in Chicago and 


were married in July. 1953. Mrs. 
Zmt testified he slugged her during 
their honeymoon in New York City. 


As the only defense witness, she 


testified that he beat her several 
times and was especially "vicious 
and abusive" when he was drink- 
ing. They were both hard drinkers. 
she said, but her husband outdrank 
her "six to one." 


In the hours before the killing, 


she said, her husband drank from 
a bottle of vodka and also visited 
bars near their apartment house. 
When they got horn*. She said, he 
locked the door, turned up thr j 
television set and rushed at her 
with a knife. 


The prosecution made much of 


the point that no knife was found 
in the apartment. 


While she was free on bond. Mrs. 


Zint was arrested twice on drunk- 
enness charges. She has a 6-year- 
old daughter by a previous mar- 
riage.

Bomb Power 


Only God Can Aid 
In Halting: Carnage, 
Says Air Force Head 


WASHINGTON UP)—Sec- 


retary of the Air Force Har- 
old Talbott said today there 
are weapons which "can lay 
waste an entire continent." 


And efforts to keep these weap- 


ons from being used, he said, can 
succeed only if nations seek th« 
help of God. 


Talbott's addiess was prepared 


for a Veterans' Day ceremony at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
m Arlington National Cemetery. 
The air force chief was designated 
lo lepiesent Piesident Eisenhower 
in the annual observance of, what 
until now has been known as Arm- 
istice Day. 


Tuny in Comparison 


Before the graves of the dead of 


the past wats. he- declared: 


"The weapons which claimed the 


brave young men who lie here., . . 
were puny compared with the 
weapons that human beings can 
bring to bear against each other 
in this nuclear age. 


"They can lay waste an entire 


continent—men. women, children, 
even the beasts and th« vegeta- 
tion. They can abolish in a singla 
night not only an army, not only 
a nation, but a whole civiliza- 
tion." 


Talbott did not explain which 


particular weapons he. had in mind. 
He apparently referred to hydro- 
gen weapons. 


He said that in his official posi- 


tion he ha* "intimate knowledge 
of these weapons," then added: 


"Some of them are of such aw- 


ful power that even the men who 
build (.hem cannot fully visualize 
the carnage that would follow their 
use. This is not the time or place 
to dwell upon them, but I will say 
this much—just one of these weap- 
ons can cause more destruction 
than all the bombing done by all 
nations in the last world war. 


"The more I see of modern en- 


gines of destruction, the more I 
bSlieve that mankind needs the an- 
cient guidance and compassion of 
religion. 


"I do not believe that any gov- 


ernment that deals in ruthlessness, 
in cynicism, in godlessness, can' 
long endure. 
I do not think that 


we. or any nation, can face over- 
whelming dangeis of the atomic 
age and emerge free, without the 
guidance, the wisdom, that only 
God can give the human beings . . . 


"I believe until all my heart that 


we can keep the peace only if w«g 
seek His help, not to destroy our 
enemies, but to help us summon 
the patience, the courage, and if 
need be. the sternness that will be 
needed to prevent a war which 
would destrov us both."

New Governors and 1956 


White public attention naturally focuses on the immedi- 


ate national effects of the election, the fact is that develop- 
ments at the state and district level may have a very sub- 
stantial impact on the events of 1956, the next presidential 
vear. 


Most important would appear to be the capture by Dem- 


ocrats of eight governorships formerly held by Republicans. 
Democrats now hold 27 governorships against 21 in GOP 
hands. 


Thirteen of these 27 are in the solid or border South, 


and for the most part would not likely figure in the presi- 
dential politics of 1956. But the other 14, including the eight 
just picked up this fall, are held in territory which is usually 
the real presidential battleground. 


Control of the gtatehouse normally means control of 


the state's political machinery. Lubricated by the often 
smooth-textured oils of patronage, this machinery can play 
a significant part in the nomination and election of a presi- 
dent. 
• 
* • 


Barring a reversal in New York through a recount, the 


Democrats now number among their statehouse prizes such 
politically potent states as New Y6rk, Pennsylvania. Ohio, 
Michigan and Minnesota. Last year they picked off popu- 
lous New Jersey. 


Most of these states will go to the next Democratic con- 


vention with a fat block of delegates in their grasp. There 
seems little doubt they will call the turn on the party's presi- 
dential nominee. Significantly. Governor-elect Harriman of 
New York already has plumped for Adlai Stevenson, the 1952 
choice. 


Moreover, the organizational strength these statehouses 


may be expected to give the Democrats could prove a key 
factor in the 1956 fall combat against the GOP. 


This does not mean that Democratic success this time 


at the state level presages Democratic capture of the White 
House next time. It just means that on paper the Demo- 
crats are better fixed for a fight. 
* 
* 
* 


Winning eight GOP-held governorships also will bring 


a good deal of new blood into Democratic ranks. Some of 
the winners may make reputations for themselves which will 
mark them as prospects for higher things. In the past, gov- 
ernorships many times have served as recruiting grounds 
both for the senate and the White House. 


Conversely, the Republicans will have less of this mate- 


rial to pick from than they had after the 1952 elections, when 
they held 30 of the 48 statehouses. 


But the GOP can find partial comfort in another direc- 


tion: their surprising success in holding three of the four 
house seats they had won in 1952 in Virginia and North 
Carolina, and taking one in Florida and another in Texas. 


This is a very small bipartisan beachhead in the solid 


South, but it could be the first true sign of a chanee toward 
the two-party system there. The general feeling among 
many observers has been that President Eisenhower's huge 
southern vote in 1952 was a freakish storm which would 
leave no lasting marks. But apparently a very gentle but 
gradually steadier Republican wind is beginning to blow in 
the South. 


These southern results, plus the turn in the governor- 


ships^ helped to make this one of the most fascinating of 
America's modern elections

A—This is a condition uhich is 


characterized by the sudden ap- 
pearance of swellings of the skin 
or mucous membranes, limited to 
a particular area, and frequently 
disappearing in about 24 or 36 
hours. One form appears to be 
hereditary in nature. Others are 
believed to be the result of aller- 
gies to foods though it. is often 
difficult to tell which food is re- 
sponsible. Almost any area can be 
involved but the lips, skin around 
the face, hands, tongue and feet 
are most commonly affected. The 
hereditary form is serious but the 
other usually, or at least frequent- 
ly, disappears after a few attacks. 
The cause of the non-hereditary 
type is probably an allergy and 
related 1o ordinary hives.

I didn't mention his name but he blew up and made such a spec- 


tacle of himself that his own fellow alumni booed him. 


I recall this to prove that I knew 


the nature of the Russians then 
and never changed my mind about 
them and have never been wrong 
as Roosevelt and Bubblehead Wal- 
lace and Hopkins and most of the 
Roosevelt-Truman 
state 
depart- 


ment were. 


A great many of our ordinary, 


walk-around 
citizens made 
the 


same stupidly credulous mistake. 
Most of them, who haven't died 
off, are still trying to pretend that 
they didn't fall for Communism but 
regarded Russia as our "ally", 
which she never was in any sense 
of the word. We never made an 
alliance with Soviet Russia and she 
neyer treated us as anything but 
a rich sucker- 


Millions of our kids have come 


out of college and out of the armed 
forces, but especially out of the 
army of World War n, all addled 
up about "democracy" and an idi- 
otic superstition concocted by anti- 
Americans, that 
God somehow 


gave the United States a "man- 
date" or mission to provide "lead- 
ership" to the rest of the world. 
They got this by "indoctrination" 
slanted by Communists. 


God never did anything of the 


kind and if we don't start minding 
our 
own business and git fer 


home we are going to get the worst 
pasting in th'e history of mankind.

sanctimonious world powers get 
their ears blasted off soon or late 
and we will be no exception. 


Meanwhile, we are falling* apart 


here at home. We are divided into 
many "groups." but the two main 
divisions are those who call them- 
selves pro-Americans and want no 
truck with other countries except

shoulder this crazy "mandate." 


I never thought I would see the

The United Nations is a pro- 


Communist force right here in our 
midst.

world union, which means the ob- 


literation of our nationality, and 
the American "intemationaljsts" 
get more impudent and arrogant 
every day. 


Merge this country with Europe 


and Asia and Africa and we will 
lose our characteristics and our 
identity. 


If anyone should try to draft 


an American army to fight a war 
against Soviet Russia in Europe or 
Asia today, we would have riots and 
probably a revolution.

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Courage Ebbs in Brave Coventry 


City Hitler Crushed But Couldn't Conquer Joins Red H-Bomb Propagandists 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The city of Coventry, England, where Lady 


Godiva rode nude on horseback through the streets 900 years ago. 
i« feeding the fires of controversy. The Socialist local go\ernment, 
which had already withdrawn from British ci\U defense in protest 
against the atom and hydrogen bombs, has now sent a goodwill 
delegation to visit Russia.

COVENTRY, England—(NEA)—The city that Hitler 


destroyed 14 years ago—but could not conquer—today 
shows signs of caving in from civic dry rot. 


On the surface, Coventry looks healthy enough. As the 


hub of Britain's motor car industry, its factories are busy 
turning out sleek Jaguars, underslung Hillmans and Sapphire 
jet engines which earn dollars for England. 


It's population (now 270,000) has |—— 


nearlv doubled since the war. The 
«,.-_.. >,,„„, . 
, 
Nine hundred years later those 


same streets were strewn with 
over a thousand dead, killed in a 
single Nazi bombing attack. Cov- 
entry buned its dead m a com- 
mon grave, there being not enough 
coffins to go around—and fought 
back. 


What are they looking for now? 
The welfare state? Donald Gib- 


son, Coventiy's young city aiclu- 
tect, thinks so. Gibson, trained in 
Boston, U S.A., thinks that the 
welfare state is the answer to all 
mankind's problems 


"We are building the garden city 


of the futuie," he explains, han- 
dling the plaster model of the new 
civic center with loving care.

It's all there, the cieches, the 


free health clinics, the shopping 
center with us patios and foun- 
tains. No detail has been over- 
looked in this cradle-to-grave plan- 
ning. 


But is it enough? 
"People come here to make 


money and they get lost," an elder- 
ly shopkeeper was telling me as 
we stood in Broadgate Square 
watching work on the new civic 


last of the bomb rubble has been 
cleared away. Its shops glitter with 
expensive goods. 


Yet its- people are restless. They 


shuffle along tne narrow streets, 
as if m search of something. And 
the courage for which they be- 
came famous under Hitler's aerial 
lam of death on Nov. 14, 1940, has 
disappeared

Thin jear a hydrogen bomb 


"fell" on Coventry. No one was 
Killed, nor did the city vanish, for 
it was a mock H-bomb, a test of 
Coventry's civil defense system. 


But what happened sent a wave 


of bitterness billowing over Brit- 
ain. For the people of Coventry 
panicked. 


The Socialists started it—the So- 


cialists who run Coventry hk$ Boss 
Tweed ran Tammany. They set up 
loudspeakers to drown out the in- 
structions of civil defense "rescu- 
ers." 


In the ensuing riot in which po- 


lice had to intervene the screams 
of the bomb "victims" mingled 
with jeers and catcalls led by the 
Socialists. One gray-haired wom- 
an, her face smeared with lipstick 
to represent bloodstains, swung her 
birdcage at the Socialist micro- 
phone and sent it tottering. 


Thus Britain's first exercise in 


civil defense against the H-bomb 
ended in what the British press 
termed "a .national disgrace.'1 


But the Socialists have another 


name for it—'"a gesture to save 
mankind," they call it. 


By refusing to defend itself in 


a future atomic war. Coventry is 
setting an example for the world, 
according to the Socialists, who 
control a three-toone majority on 
Its city council. 


And just so there is no mistaking 


where their loyalty lies, the Social- 
ists have joined Stalingrad, Russia, 
in a "Ban-the-Bomb" appeal to the 
United Nations. Coventry's Lord 
Mayor John Fennell headed the 
delegation that went to Stalingrad. 


This is Coventry in 1954.

Third in a Series: 
There's Evidence That 
Smoking Damages Heart 
Survey Findings on That 
Score Largely Overlooked

NEW YORK (*>— One of the most 


sensational reports of danger in 
cigarettes came last June with an- 
nouncement 
of findings in 
the 


American Cancer Society's big 
statistical study. 


Oddly, many people apparently 


missed one of its most significant 
findings—its evidence that ciga- 
rette smoking stepped up the risk 
of heart attacks. This aspect, new 
to most people, could have been 
overlooked in concern over cancer. 


The Study Result*

found: 


Men, aged 50 to 70, who smoke 


a pack of cigarettes or more daily 
run about twice the risk of heart 
disease and cancer as nonsmokers. 
Smokers run more risk not only 
of lung cancer, but other forms of 
cancer. Heavy cigarette smoking 
might cut an average of seven 
years from the life span. 


This study, headed by Doctors 


E. Cuyler Hammond and Daniel 
Horn, attracted attention because 
it was based upon interviews with 
some 180.000 men about their 
smoking habits, then checks to 
learn what they died of later. 


Said 
Dr. H a m m o n d , who 


•witched from chain-smoking ciga- 
rettes to a pipe: 


The effect found on the heart is 


much more important than the 
effect found in lung cancer, be- 
cause heart disease is so much 
more frequently a killer than lung 
cancer. 


Again, there are many medical 


men who do not agree with Ham- 
tnond that cigarettes play any 
great role in contributing to heart 
attacks. 


Consumption Down 


Apparently the announcements of 


cigarette-danger studies have 
knocked 
consumption 
down 
to 


some degree, and have been an im- 
petus for greater sales of filter 
cigarettes. 


They have persuaded some peo- 


ple to stop smoking, at least tem- 
porarily. A number have switched 
to cigars or pipes, since the cancer 
society study has so far at least 
found little risk in them. 


On the other hand, a few sur- 


veys or observations do not find 
pipes and cigars as free of Indi- 
cated hazard as the cancer society 
•tudy does. 


Some authorities now term ciga- 


rettes "a major factor in causing" 
lung cancer. The New England 
Journal of Medicine has said edi- 
torially that the evidence amounts 
to "proof 
within the ordinary 


meaning of the word." 


But other authorities—physicians 


and scientists—say a link is by no 
means proved. 


The American Medical Assn. has 


not yr,c made any editorial pro- 
nouncement, nor has its House of 
Delegates passed any resolution. 


No Rate Raise 


Life insurance companies have 


not raised their rates for smokers. 
It would be simple to build a 
seemingly convincing case by tak- 
ing ]ust the findings by various 
qualified investigators or experi- 
enced men who have had some- 
thing to say which could be inter- 
preted as pro or con. 


For example, one American stat- 


istician has figured that men who 
are now 40 or older and- smoke 
heavily have 5 to 15 times more 
chance of getting lung cancer by 
age 80 than, nonsmokers. But an 
English .satistician wonders why 
the British cancer death rate is 
apparently double that of the Unit- 
ed States, although he says the 
British smoke 30 per cent fewer 
cigarettes per capita than Ameri- 
cans.

learned so far, many American 
smokers respond with, a sljrug. 
Some don't believe the accusative 
evidence.

This speech, which he released 


late Tuesday, is a basic restate- 
ment of his attitude and tactics to- 
ward criticism ol himself over the 
past four years. Hfctory may re- 
member it as an extraordinary 
document. 


The speech goes so far in its 


implications it is difficult to be- 
lieve McCarthy can surpass it: he 
holds' himself and those who go 
along with him as the country's 
chief defenders against 
commu- 


nism and links the fate of the na- 
tion to his own fate. 


Suggests Martyrdom 


Without use of the word "mar- 


tyr."' he clearly suggests he is a 
man persecuted.

Senate censure him on two counts: 
(Al that he ignored requests to 
testify made upon him by a pre- 
vious committee which investiga- 
ted him and (Bi that he treated 
Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker abu- 
sively. 


The first count termed contempt- 


uous his treatment of the earlier 
committee. The second said, in 
effect, he had acted like a bully to- 
ward the general. On both pounts 
the Watkins committee considered 
his conduct unfit for a senator. 


His Reasoning 


This is how McCarthy reasoned 


in his speech: 


He brushed aside as inconsequen- 


tial the Watkins' committee char- 


i ges. the same attitude he has tak- 


l en toward all previous charges. 


1 "Petty." he called them. 


Censuring him would be a vic- 


tory for the Communists who want 
to destroy him. he said. He de- 
scribed himself as "hard" on com- 
munism and those opposing him as 
"soft" on communism. Who are 
they? 
In this group, which he 


called "ruthless." he included ra- 
dio commentators, educators, wri- 
' ters, a majority of the press. 


Earlier this week he had said 


the attacks on him had "eman- 
ated" from the White House. 


Communist influence in shaping 


American thinking is enormous, 
he said, and now communism has 
extended "its tentacles to ... 
the 


United States Senate." He declared 
the Watkins committee was play- 
ing the Communists' game in vot- 
ing against him. 


Involuntary Agent 


He didn't say the committee had 


knowingly played the Communist 
game, but that it was a "victim" 
of the Communist campaign. 


"And." said McCarthy, "having 


been victimized, it became 
the 


Communist party's i n v o l u n t a r y 
agent.

Argentina's 
Peron Hits 
Catholics 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina Wl— 


President Juan D. Peron singled 
out three Argentine Roman Catho- 
lic bishop* and two Italian priests 
Wednesday night as "enemies of 
the government" and warned he 
would take action against clergy- 
men indulging in "illicit activities." 


He emphasized, however, that he 


did not blame the church for what 
he termed a political situation. He 
said there was no problem of state 
against church in predominantly 
Catholic Argentina. 


The President spoke at a closed 


meeting of government officials, 
Peronista leaders and chiefs of la- 
bor, 
economic and 
professional 


confederations. 
The speech was 


broadcast later by the national ra- 
dio. 


It followed a 10-day campaign in 


La Prensa, the organ of the Peron- 
blessed Confederation of Labor, 
against "infiltration" of the Labor 
movement by priests. 


Church authorities had no im- 


mediate comment on the charges. 


Peron said he would bring his 


complaint against the two Italians 
before the papal nunrio. the Vati- 
can's envoy in Argentina. 


He said church authorities had 


assured him that the church itself 
was not engaged in action against 
the government, and that Argen- 
tine prelates and other high dig- 
nitaries he had received recently 
had strongly condemned the activi- 
ties of the three bishops.

NEW YORK UB — A growing 


number of industrial leaders today 
are saying that the current pickup 
in business should carry over into 
the next year. 


Predictions of sustained output 


and better sales are coming from 
many sides—textiles, steel, auto- 
mobiles, railroads, oil, petrochem- 
icals, electncal appliances, tires, 
and food. 


Not Sensational 


These forecasts of better times 


include no claims for sensational 
gains next year, but most of them 
insist that the present slow better- 
ment should hold through the win- 
ter at least. The industrial leaders, 
for the most part, are talking about 
their own individual fields. But 
there are some general forecasts 
to backstop them. 


Take as an example, the view 


of one on the sidelines—the report 
this week of the organization for 
European Economic Cooperation. 
European members are advised 
they can cdunt on a moderate up- 
turn in U. S. economic activity for 
a year or more. 


Evidences of a change for the 


better continue to pour in. Inven- 
tory cutting draws to a close, and 
in September there was actually 
the first increase in total inven- 
tories to be reported this year. 
Freight carloadmgs are picking up, 
reflecting more activities at the 
mills and factories, and promising 
that the railroads' sad earnings 


I picture this year may be reversed 
in the final months. 


Some Predictions 


And here are some of the pre- 


dictions for individual industries: 


At the American Petroleum In- 


stitute meeting in Chicago, oil ex- 
ecutives are predicting another in- 
crease in oil consumption next 
year, and some expect the industry 
to spend more next year on capital 
outlays. 


Petrochemicals, one of the oil 


industry's sidelines, should hit a 
3>2 billion dollar pioduction pace, 
T. G. Hughes, president of Oromte 
Chemical Co. says. 


Replacement tire demand should 


nse next year by around 2 million 
more tires than this year's 54J 
2 


million, according to W i l l i a m 
O'Neil, president of General Tire 
& Rubber. 


Detroit's rosy view of 1955 is be- 


ing widely proclaimed j'ust now as 
the auto makers present their new 
models and hope that consumers 
will see it that way, too. ,
